Investigation Shows These Appliances 


Enormously Increase Bacterial 


Content of Air. 


Tliai the use of revolving fans enor- 


mously increases tlie number of bac- 
teria in the air 
(though 
by what 


means we are not lold) is shown by 
recent tests in France, according to 
the Hospital {London). Says this pa- 
per: 


"The use of ventilators with revolv- 


ing fans has become very common in 
large public buildings, especially res- 
taurants and shops. 
In most .cases 


these ventilators' communicate with 
the outside, and they are installed, of 
course, with the idea of ventilating 
and purifying the air within by in- 
creasing the rate of exchange with the 
external atmosphere. 
But revolving 


fans are also frequently used, espe- 
cially in hot weather, simply to pro- 
duce a cooling effect by setting up a 
current of air inside. Drs. A. Sartory 
and A. Filassier have examined the 
bacteriological effect of these fans ana 
ventilators upon the atmosphere -with- 
in, and have communicated their; re- 
sults to a recent meeting of the So- 
ciete de Biologic. 
They 
find 
that 


these appliances enormously increase 
the bacterial content of the air. Their 
experiments were numerous and va- 
ried, but it will suffice to refer to one 
pr two. Thus in a restaurant of 400 
cubic meters analysis of the air before 
the fan was working showed 12,500 
bacteria per cubic meter; after work- 
Ing the fan for one. hour, 23,000 hac- 
teria, and after two hours, 4.5,000 hac- 
teria. 
In another cafe of 600 .cubic 


meters the number of bacteria rose 
from 12,000 to 09,000 after the fan 
was working for one hour. In every 
instance in fact, the numher of bac- 
teria per cubij meter was doubled, or 
even 
quadrupled. 
As the authors 


point out, with these facts such ap- 
pliances cannot but be regarded as 
dangerous and detrimental to the pub- 
lic health."

more men than women, because the 
heart'.of womankind lies nearer the 
surface and her sympathies are more 
easily aroused. 
It has.been so long since some ol 


us were .boys, that we have 1'orgotten 
the care-free period ot life, except by 
contrast, and about the only pleasure 
we get out of the boy is by telling 
him what an easy time he has as 
compared to the hardships and priva- 
tions of long ago. 


If at all observing, you may have 
noticed that this line of talk never 
•gets very far with a boy, and seldom 
arouses any sympathy. 
-\Vhile you 


are painting the dreary picture of 
frontier life, he is putting in touches 
of color. 
The woods and stream ap- 


peal to him. and while he i? obliged 
to satisfy ambition for a wild life by 
strutting around the back yard in an 
Indian costume, you enjoyed the real 
thing, and when your tale of woe is 
finis-lied, it' any response is elicited, 
he says: 
"Gee. dad, you ought to 


have had lots of fun when you was a 
boy. Sorry I wasn't there." 


The boy gets out of life about all 
there is in it. under almost any en- 
vironment. In normal condition he is 
free from care and responsibility, as 
he should be. Before these are as- 
sumed, the faculty of the mind called 
judgment must^be aroused and care- 


is 


take, we are free to say of him that 
he ought to have known better, and 
yet we overlook the fact that the 
failures of mature life are largely clue 
to the same lack of judgment. 


There are all kinds ot men and 


women, but there is really only one 
kind of a boy . He is in a class by 
himself, free from notions of caste or 
aristocracy, full of conceit, yet a hale 
fellow well met with all his associ- 
ates. 
Just one o£ God's human ani- 


mals, turned loose, to get out of life 
all there is in sight, with no thought 
of the future, and no disposition to 
worry.

The making of men out of boys is 


not the work of the boy, and where 
the job is left largely in his hands, 
the finished product may present the 
stature of a man, and but little else. 
The transformation calls for the best 
there is in the home, the school, the 
'church, society and thet state, 
and 


with these great forces combined, the 
work is not always satisfactory. 


The love of a mother is said to be 


like the love of God. because of its 
Tare unselfishness. It is more sacred 
to the boy because more tangible. 
She is ready to stand by him and for- 
give him, when he has passed the 
limit of all other endurance. 
The 


love of the father lacks the emotion- 
al element, because it is tempered 
with justice. 


The boy needs the mother's love 


and tender solicitude, but he also 
needs the father's guidance arid com- 
panionship to develop the best that is 
in him. No boy comrade takes the 
place of a father who is in sympathy 
with boyhood life, and the associa- 
tion means everything to the boy. 


The most restless boy today is the 


boy on the farm, and the question ot 
how to keep him there is one of the 
unsolved problems. Here is a little 
incident that happened on a west- 
bound train, a time ago—related in 
Hoard's 
Dairyman—which 
contains 
some helpful suggestions. 


The writer,-.on his way to the Da- 
kotas met a farmer on the train whom 
•ho knew. He seemed very much de- 
pressed and finally said: 
"I am on 


my way to Dakota for my boy who 
ran away from home two weeks ago." 
Then he admitted that the boy was 
honest and faithful, and he couldn't 
understand the trouble. 


I asked 
him, "Do you keep any 
help?" 


He said, "Yes, I keep two men by 


the year and other help in the rush 
of the season." 


"Do you 
pay 
these 
men 
good 
wages?" 


"Yes, one $35 and the other $40 per 


month and keep a horse for one of 
them." 


"Do you pay your son a salary?" 
"No. but he has the best home on 
earth." 


"Does he own 


of his own." 


"No. but I have some of th'e best 


horses in the county and one of the 
best buggies that money can buy and 
he knows he is welcome to them 
whenever he wants them." 


"Do you expect your boy to be a 


slave to you until he is twenty-one, 
then turn 'him out in tlie world a 
pauper, to start life and mako a home 
for himself?" 


"No. I expect to give him a good 
start." 


"Did you ever 'tell him that?" 


. "No, but lie should exnect that." • 


"Now, my friend, go hire that boy 


and pay him good wages: give him 
the best .team on the farm and the 
best buggy and tell him just what you 
will do for him when, he gets ready 
to start a home of his own, and you 
are getting off mighty cheap for "the 
service 'he has rendered you, and you 
will have no trouble in getting 'the 


horse- and buggy 


boy back.: 


He 


mine 
put out his hand and shook 
cordially and said he never 
looked at it in that light before. 


A little of that, that a boy can call 


iiis own, looks mighty good to the boy 
on a farm. Try it and see the effect. 


That boy's experience is all ton 


common, not only on the farm, but 
everywhere else. • Give the boy a 
chance, and the home will seem more 
attractive. 


The time is coming when teachers 
ill be selected, not because of text- 


book knowledge, but because of their 
love and sympathy for boys and their 
ability to discover the class of work 
to which the boy is best adapted. 
The. boy don't know, and never will 
without intelligent help, and the dis- 
covery is so important that it often 
means the difference between a suc- 
cessful career and a drifter 


The church is slowly discovering 


that it owes a duty to the boy, which 
has long been neglected, and so the 
catechism and religious training is 
reinforced 
by the gymnasium and 


swimming pool, and through the lines 
of least resistance, the boy is held 
steady, until he comes to hiinself. 


Society and the state are aroused 
as never before in the work of child 
welfare, and the boy is coming into 
his own. It is worth something to 
save men, but the saving of boys is 
more important, because Ifie is ahead 
of them. The easiest time to destroy 
a habit is before it is formed, and the 
coming generation presents the great 
field of opportunity, 
prove it?

More than one hundred thousand 


dollars will be 
available for 
road 
building in Hock county-in 1914, tbe 
having awarded aid in tbe sum of $34,- 
889.85 in consequence of. that amount 
being appropriated by the towns, and 
the'same amount by the county. The 
state aid apportioned for next year is 
almost double that

The state'-legislature at 
its last session not only gave county 
boards the right to make appropria- 
tions of this kind hut- provided that 
to supplement the .funds provided by 
the county for agricultural develop- 
ment, state aid in the sum of one 
thousand dollars; • this to" be given 
each 
county in which 
the 
county 


board has made the 'required appro- 
priation, and in which a county agri- 
cultural representative has been es- 
tablished. This state'' aid is to be ex- 
pended under the direction of the 
board of regents of the University of- 
AVISCbnsin. 
During. 1914 this work 
shall 'be organized in not to, exceed 
ten .counties of the state and not to 
exceed sixteen counties in 1915. 
According to Chapter 611, Laws of 
1913, 
which 
makes 
the provisions 
named, it shall 
be the duty of the 
agricultural representative to advise 
and consult with individuals in refer- 
ence to farming methods; to aid in 
the development and improvement of 
agriculture 
and country 
life condi- 
tions.; to offer courses .of instruction 
to young .people and adults; to aid in 
the 
formation of co-operative enter- 
prises;, to give such assistance as 
possible in the development of agri- 
cultural teaching in the schools of 
the country; and any other work de- 
signed to promote the agricultural or 
rural development of the county. It 
shall bo his duty to keep in touch 
with all agencies in the 
state and 
elsewhere that will enable him to 
utilize the most improved knowledge 
iu the furtherance of hts work. 
For the partial maintaincnce of an 


-agricultural representative 
and the 
work done under his direction author- 
ity is given the county board to raise, 
by 
tax levy, 
or otherwise, 
such 
moneys as may be deemed sufficient 
to- cover the 
share "of the county; 
provided, however, that in no case 
shall the amount appropriated by the 
county for this work, he leas .than one 
thousand 
dollars 
annually. Such 


moneys shall 
be disbursed 
by the

of the county clerk which shall have

applications for the 
appoint- 


ment and establishment o£- an agri- 
cultural representative must be made 
prior to December 10; of each year

The Appalling Loss of Life 
Through the Use of Dyna- 
mite - Caused By Prema- 
ture Explosions and In- 
ability On the Part of the 
Average Canal Laborer 
ToJJnderstand the Real 
Danger of Handling It. 


Y back in the days of the 


Pagans it was the custom to 
sacrifice a human life just be- 
fore the erection of a great 


buildins or when some colossal 


Project was about to ba undertaken. 
Today grtr-t enterprises pay their toll 
to death in a different way, but they 
pay it just the same, for the records 
show that ev«n the building- of a sky 
scraper almost invariably costs the life 
of one or more of the workmen who 
are engaged in its erection. 


The building of the Panama Canal 


has been no exception to this rule, 
and violent deaths from one cause or 
another have been 
frequent occur- 


rences. The tons and tons of dynamite 
used have -bi:en responsible for the 
greater number of fatal accidents. 


Of course, many of these accidents 


are 
unavoidable—such 
things 
are 


sure to occur in every great work of 
constructive engineering. 
Although 


the exact number of deaths caused 
by dynamite has not been kept sepa- 
rate from other accidental deaths, it 
has been conceded to be over three 
hundred during the past four or five 
years. The tremendous rock excava- 
tions in Culcbra Cut have necessitated 
the continuous use of 
dynamite in ' 


Quantities such as have never before 
been used in a. singlo piece of con- 
•truction work.^» The United States at 
present holds the record as a user of 
(tynamite. for more than sixty million 
pounds have been exploded along the 
Canal—aoout half the amount being- 


quantity of explosives has to' be used 
at the Ancon quarry, for tha rock 
needed in the concrete at the Mira- 
fiores and Pedro Miguel locks is quar- 
ried there. 
The rock is loosened by 


dynamite and then excavated by steam 
shovels and loaded upon cars and sent 
down to the crusher plant. 
Prema- 


ture explosions of dynamite have oc- 
curred at the quarry several times 
and at least a dozen men have been 
killed and scores injured. 


Muuy Fatalities in 1D08. 


Forty deaths from dynamite explo- 


sions were recorded for the year 1908. 
This floes not include the individual 
fatalities and shows only the death 
rate from unpreventable causes. 
The 


vorst of these occurred at Bas Obispo 
on December 
twelfth, 
1908, 
when 


there was a premature explosion of 
twenty-two tons of dynamite in Cule- 
bra Cut with the result that twenty- 
six men were killed and forty in- 
jured. 
On May twenty-second, 1908, 


lightning caused the explosion of twen- 
ty-six 
tons, .killing ^two men 
and 


wounding several.* In speaking of the 
death-dealing occurrences one of the 
j 


members of the Canal Commission re- I 
cently declared that the most rigid 
rules had been made in reference to 


plosives for blasting, that all sorts of 
tests had been made to prevent pre- 
mature explosions, with 
the 
result 


that the accidental deaths from all 


I causes had been reduced to ninety-one 
in 1912, against one hundred arid 
twelve in 1911. 


"We have clone all In .our power 


to prevent explosions, but it is not 
always easy to enforce all our rules, 
however, for it has been the experi- 
ence/of every engineer oh such a job 
as ours that men will persist in reck- 
lessness despite all the rules to the 
contrary." 


Methods of ISxplorting Dynamite. 
The method of exploding dynamite 


In Culebra Cut is rather interesting. 
Two kinds of drills are used—tripod 
and well, both of which are operated 
by compressed air. This is supplied 
from a ten-inch compressed air main 
on the west bank of the Cut, which 
is supplied by three batteries of air 
compressors placed at equal distance 
along nine miles of the Cut. The 
holes drilled are fourteen feet apart 
and the depth drilled is usually about 
twenty-seven feet.. 
The holes are 


loaded with forty-five .per cent potas- 
sium nitrate dynamite in such quan- 
tities .as is necessary for the character 
^i.' tli^u J'iH.-l,y to bo l.uuscc-iK 
TUyy aro 


connected in parallel and^fired by 
means of a current from the electric 
light plant—the firing being done at 
noon time while the'laborers are not 
at work or after flv'a o'clock in the 
evening. A warning' whistle is blown 
for five minutes before the' blasting 
begins. The greatest number of drills 
used at any one time in the Cut was 
three hundred and seventy-seven, of 
which one hundred and fifty-six were 
well and two hundred and twenty- 
one tripod. 
With this number about 


ninety miles of holes can be drilled 
in a single month. 
It is estimated 


that a pound of dynamite has been 
used to every cubic yard of material 
blasted in Culebra Cut. 


Curious Freaks of fexploslves. 


Whenever an accident occurs there 


is, of course, a thorough investigation 
and some rather curious freaks in the 
working of explosives have been dis- 
covered at these investigations. 
For 


instance, on one occasion the dyna- 
mite gang was preparing to set off 
about twenty-two tons in the Cut. All 
of the holes had been charged except 
one, and thef grading- men were at 
work on this'when .the whole thing 
suddenly went off- arid dynamite took

the current passing through the wire 
from the generator had Induced a 
current in the fuse wires which had 
not been connected with the genera- 
tor when the explosion occurred, but 
on investigating it was found that the 
fuse wire was so small that the gen- 
erator current did not induce suffi- 
cient current in the fuse wires to set 
oft the charge when the two wires 
were only an inch apart, so, of course, 
some other cause had to be found. 
Finally someone suggested that the 
water in the holes be examined, and 
when this was do^ne it was found that 
this was slightly acidulated and conse- 
quently acted upon the paper of the 
dynamite cartridges and liberated the 
nitro-glycerine. 
It was learned that 


the first hole had been charged near- 
ly a week before the 'last hole"-was 
reached, which gave the acidulated 
| water plenty of time to reach the 


j nitro-glycerine.

in an order being issued by Colonel

The rule 


has been-strictly adhered to and since 
that time--there has not been a single 
premature explosion of dynamite in 
the Cut. The temperature of 
the 


holes Inust be taken before the dyna- 
mite is placed therein. After a pre- 
mature discharge a. year or two ago 
it was found that heat was generated 
in the holes by the oxidation of ma- 
terial below the surface when ex- 
posed to the air by the drilling of 
holes for 
explosive charges. 
This 


rule, too. has aided in the prevention 
of sudden blow-ups. 


Another cause of death from dyna- 


mite has bean the failure of some of 
the charges to explode when the oth- 
ers go off. Several times these un- 
exploded charges have been, struck 
by steam shovels with the inevitable 
result—death to tha men working- 
the shovels. .The steel buckets com- 
ing in sudden contact with the'rock 
and dynamite cause the explosion 
The writer recalls that on one oc- 
casion while riding on the pay car in 
toe Cut an accident of this sort hap- 
pened on the level directly above the 
car, 
but 
fortunately 
the dynamite 


merely fizzed and 
did not explode. 


It was some time before the engineers 
could find a remedy for this, but it 
was finally noticed that when the 
charges were iirad parallel they were 
never known to miss fire, so this sys- 
tem -was adopted. 


How Dynamite Is Stored.

directly into the Cut and unloaded;
